The overseas set- 
tlement committee contemplates, ac- 
cording to an announcement made by 
Lord Clarendon, the purehase from 
private owners and coroporations in 
the Dominion of blocks of land in the 
western provinces for settlement pur-

DEDUCTIONS CUT

The final payment for the 1925 crop 
sold through the wheat pool by Al- 
berta members amounts to only 2.5 
cents per bushel on the basis of No.

NO CHANGE HEALTH 
OR SOLDIER POLICY 


Winnipeg, October 18.—-No change 
is to be expected in the policy of the 
dominion government regarding the 
department of soldier's civil reestab- 
lishment, according to Hon. James S. 
King, minister of health and D.S.C.R. 
who passed through Winnipeg on his 
way from Ottawa to Vancouver. 

He added that the department of 
health would continue to cooperate} 
with the provincial governments as 
heretofore to keep living standards 
high and would give special attention 
to prevention of disease, 

The minister of health announced 
that the government was supporting 
a movement in the United States to 
prevent diphtheria through the inocu- 
lation of children.

IMMUNIZATION 
OF DIPHTHERIA 


To those who have not studied the 
“Tas the 
value of Toxoid treatment been 
monstrated?” 

Since 1922 certain of the cities in 
the state of New York have been ac- 


matter, the question arises: 
de- 


tively encouraging Diphtheria immun- 
ization. They are now. reporting 
marked reductions in the prevalence 
of the disease and in some cases are 
showing a complete elimination of fa- 
tal. cases, 

In the city of Auburn, whose pop; 
wlation is 37,000, the death rate from) 
diphtheria reached 48.3 per 100,000 in! 
the year“1920, As a result of an in- 
tensive antidiphtheritic campaign 
the spring of 1924 saw 85 per cent of 
the ¢chool children and a large per- 
centage of the pre-school children im- 
munized against diphtheria. Over 2 
years have now elapsed and there 
have been no further deaths in Au- 
burn from that disease. 

During the first six months of this 
year, 73 rural communities in Alberta 
undertook the work of protecting their 
children against diphtheria. A total 
of 2,586 were treated; but in most in- 
stances these communities had suf- 
fered from occasional epidemics of 
diphtheria. 

It is a great mistake to. postpone 
action because the disease has not 
made a recent appearance.” for in 
such places the degree of resistance 
fs lower than in communities. where 
the disease is common. Putting it in 
another way, we may say there ‘are 


more” “puseeptibles “ohildren? and. pro} 


ably a greater degree of ‘susceptibility 
in all the children. Again, in these 
days of rapid transit by automobile 
and train and the constant inter- 
course between communities it is a 
simple matter for a mild case or a 
diphtheria carrier to start an epidemic 
in the midst of an unsuspecting and 
unprotected populace. 

In some of the districts, only the 
children of schol age were treated; 
that in itself is valuable, but it falls 
short of the desired objective. To 
eradicate dipatheria we must immun- 
ize all the children. The pre-school 
child may perhaps be less exposed. 
The younger the child the more ser- 
ious is the outlook of its taking diph- 
theria and children from three months 
to six years are of an ideal age for 
receiving the immunizing treatment. 
There is very little disturbance in 
any child under 12 to 15 years, but 
even the mildest disturbance is ex- 
ceedingly rare of children under the 
school age, Therefore, in) making your 
arrangements, do not neglect the pre- 
school child. 

In most of the Alberta communities 
who have taken up this treatment, 
the original organization or the first 
steps in organizing have been under- 
taken by one or other of the local 
organizations. We have, in these, al- 
ready formed for use health commit: 
tees. The usual procedure followed 
To determine — the 
number of children who will be re- 
ceiving this treatment, ‘The unit us- 
ually dealt with is the school district. 
With these as a basis, an approximate 
cost of the campaign can be deter 
mined and the method of obtaining 
the necessary funds can be chosen. 

The cost has varied considerably in 
the different’ communities, depending 
largely, as it does, upon the distance 
from the nearest medical man, 

In the city of Edmonton, doctors of 
the local Academy of Medicine gave 
their services free and the depart- 
ment of public health, ag In all cases, 
supplied the Toxoid free. In another 
section of the province several neigh- 
boring school districts combined and 
engaged a docter, who based hig 
charges upon the total mileage —re- 
quired to visit each school:

PROFITABLE ONE 


The value? of a ‘amb crop depends 
upon the number ‘of lambs ‘raised and 
the price realized for-them. The first: 
essential, therefore; is a large num. 
ber of str ong ‘healthy lambs. Ati the 
experimental. station, at Rosthern. 
where: sheep-h sbeef kept since 1915, 
varying: results Yin'e ‘heen obtained 
in different years, the method of 
feeding being the factor chiefly re- 
sponsible for success or failure. 

Pastures are usually poor in late 
summer, and in those years when the 
ewes were continued on such poor 
feed (till after breeding, there were 
few twins and a larger number of the} 
ewes did not breed; whereas in those 
years when the ewes were separated 
from the lambs in September and put 
on good feed until bred, most of the 
lambs were strong and there was a 
larger percentage of twins, During the} 
first few years of experiment with 
sheep at Rosthern many of the lambs | 
had goiire and died, but any year 
that a little porussium fedide was fed 
to the pregnart ewes there was no 
Roitre jn the resulting lam) crop. 
When ne suecwent feed was given 
the ewes, escecially after iasnbing, 
the milk. flow scon dropped and the 
lanyys failed to develop and in soe 
cases starved. The best results 


ed in 195. and this was the only 
that ensilage was fed the ewes. 

Summarized, the station reeom- 
mends the following practices in. se- 
curing a successful lamb crop: Wean 
the lambs in September and feed the 
ewes so that they are gaining a lit- 
tle during the breeding season, Ad- 
minister a litle potassium iodide to 
the pregnant Use a reliable 
brand ef iodized salt or a home aiix- 
ture with 3 to 4 ounces potassium ic- 
dide per hundred pounds of salt. Dis- 
solve the iodide in a little water and 
sprinkle it over the dry salt. Peed 
turnips cr ensilage or -both the 
ewes both before and after 
till they get on the grass, If facili- 
ties are favorable for taking care of 
the lambs, have the lambs dropped in 
March or early April.

V. C. French, Publisher 


non SUBSTANTIAL PROGRESS 
MADE WITH THRESHING 


Threshing in Prairie Provinces will Soon be Completed 
According to C.P.R. Agricultural Department. 
Heavy Snowfall Causes Delay in Peace River Dis- 


Adverse Weather in B.C. 


for the balance ofthe week, and again 


on the 16th and 17th rain and snow 
over the whole of Maniloba and the 
greater portion of Saskatchewan caus- 
ed another extended delay. Thresh- 
ing is general this morning through- 
out Alberta and over a considerable 
portion of central Saskatehewan, 

In Manitoba many — districts have 
been able to complete threshing — be- 
tween storms, and taking the province 
as a whole 60 to 65 per cent of the 
wheat, and 60 per cent of the coarse 
grains are threshed. Many exception- 
ally good yields are reported and the 
average is well up to expectation. 
The general condition of the crop so 
far threshed is proving better than 
anticipated, and actual damage — is 
small, The financial loss involved as 
the result, of inferior grading is off- 
and the 
go00d prices prevailing. Fall plowing 
is from 15 to 20 per cent completed. 

Threshing was resumed today on 
the Assiniboia and Portal subdivi- 


sion, and in the eastern section of the 
Saskatoon subdivision. Approximate- 
ly 15 per cent of the wheat and 25 
per cent of the coarse grains remain 
unthreshed. Yields and grades are 
better than anticipated. Threshermen 
report the grain threshing easier and 
cleaner than anticipated, and that it 
has not been badly damaged by wet 


weather, Labor is searce in certain 
sections. From 15 to 20 per cent of 


the fall plowing is completed. 

Rain covered the entire province of 
Alberta on Friday last, many distriets 
receiving a light fall of snow in addi- 
tion. Threshing, however, is general 
throughout the province this morn- 
ing. The percentage of grain already 
threshed varies, being as low as 15 
to 20 per cent for wheat and other 
graing in some parts of, the province. 
The Reneral average, for the province, 
however, shows that 60 to 65 per cent 
of the wheat and 55 to 60 per cent of 
the coarse grains have been threshed. 
The general opinion is that while 
there will undoubtedly be deprecia- 
tion through discoloration, the loss 
from sprouting will be comparatively 
small, Stock is looking exceptionally 
well and will move into winter quar- 
ters in better shape than usual. Fall 
plowing is from 5 to 10 per cent com- 
pleted. 

Threshing thoughout the E.D. & B. 
C. district suffered an extended de- 
lay as the result of a heavy snowfall 
on Friday and Saturday last. Four 
or five days will elapse before work 
can be resumed. Most of the grain 
from. this territory is grading No, 2 
and 8 with a considerable percentage 
of No, 1 yields are exceptionally large, 

Adverse weather interfered — with 
work in british Columbia.

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CLAIMS THAT LETTER WAS 
',, WRITTEN BY‘OUR SAv!OUR, 


Rockport, N.B., October 20.—- Below 
is a letter, said to have heen written 
hy our Saviour and found at the foot 
of the Cross. 

According to the history of the let- 
ter it was written by Christ just after 
His crucifixion, signed by the Angel 
Gabriel 99 years after tha Saviour’s 
birth and presumably deposited by

You will not break my 
commandments, but observe them, 
and keep them. They have been 
written by my hand, and spoken by 
My mouth, you shall not only go to 
church yourself, but also your ser- 
vant and maid servant. Observe my 
‘words and learn my commandments. 
You shall finish your work every sixth 
day at six o’clock in the afternoon. 

‘At which hour the preparation for the 
Sabbath begins. I advise you to fast 
five days ‘In the year beginning on_ 
Good Friday and continuing the five 
days following in remembrance of the 
five blood wounds I received for you, 
mankind. 

You shall love one another and 
‘cause them that are not baptized to 
come to Christ and receive the Holy 
Sacrament, that is to say baptism 
and then the supper of the Lord, and 
be made a member thereof, and in 
80 doing I will give you a long life, 
and many blessings. Your land shall 
be replenished and bring forth abun- 
dance and I will comfort you in the 
greatest temptation and surely those 
that doeth the contrary shall be curs: 
ed. I will also send hardness of the 
heart on them and especially on hard- 
ened and impenitent unbelievers. He 
that has given to the poor, shall find 
it profitable. Remember to keep the 
Sabbath day, for the seventh day I 
have taken for a resting day and to 
myself .and he that hath a copy of 
this letter written by my own hand 
and spoken by my own mouth and { 
Keepeth it without publishing it to 


others, shall not prosper, but he that 
publisheth it to others shall be bless- 
ed by me and if their sins be ag 
many as the stars by night, and if 
they truly believe not, this writing 
and my commandments will have my 
plagues upon you and you will be 
consumed, with your children, goods 
and cattle, and all other worldly en- 
Joyment that I have given you. 

Do but once think of what T have 
given you; If you do it will be well 
for you in this world and the world 
which is to come. Whosoever shall 
have a copy of this lettter and keep 
it in their house, nothing shall hurt 
them, neither pestilence thunder or 
lightning and if any woman be— in 
birth and put her trust in’ me she 
shall be delivered of her child (Amen) 
You shall hear no more news of me 
except in the Holy Seriptures, wutil 
the day of judgment, All goodness 
and prosperity shall be in the house 
where a copy of this letter shall be 
found.—End. 

The story goes that the little child 
who found it passed it to one who be- 
came a convert to the Christian Faith, 
He failed to have it published but 
kept it as a sacred memento of Christ 
and it passed down to different gen- 

erations of his family for more than, 
one thousand years. During this per- 
iod, the family suffered repeated mis-

3,500 MENNONITE 
SETTLERS COMING 


Winnipeg, Ontobert 16.—Before the 
end of the year, between six and 
seven thousand new Mennonite set- 
tlers will have arrived in Canada. So 
far, 3,500 have come, and about as 
many more are on the way. Bishop 
Toews, president of the Mennonite 
colonization board, made this state- 
ment last night as he was passing 
through the city on his way home to 
Rosthern, Sask., from Montreal. The 
number is greater than last year, he 
said, and there were prospects for a 
very large movement in 1927. 

The people involved were from 
southern Russia, Those coming late 
in the season would spend the winter 
in the settlements and would get 
land for themselves in the spring.

McGill University opened her 
senior football season in Montrea! 
at the Percival Molson Memorial 
Stadium on October 2nd, with a game 
against the Old Boys. One of tho 
most enthusiastic fans of this game 
is E. W. Beatty, President of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, who is 
an annual ticket holder, and who will 
be present at all the big games this 
season, 


In a recent despatch from the 
west, W. L. Smith, former editor of 
the Farmer’s Sun, estimates that 
approximately $1,000,000,000 will be 
added to Canada’s income this year 
from the products of the farms of 
Western Canady. Last year’s field 
crops were valued at $1,112,691,000 
to the growers and it put the west 
in the prosperity column. Mr. Smith 
believes it is a fair assumption that 
this year the return will not be less. 


An interesting estimate of Can- 
ada’s per capita wealth has been 
made by the League of Nations, with 
comparative figures of 22 years ago, 
In 1925 the per capita wealth in 
this country amounted to $2,106, as 
contrasted with $1,100 per capita in 
1903. Out of the 35 nations listed, 
Canada ranks third, the United 
States showing $2,918 and Great 
Britain $2,459 per capita, respec- 
tively. 


With a view to obtaining financial 
assistance of some kind with which 
to aid the emigration of Austrian 
farmers to Canada, Dr. Heinrich 
Montel, an Austrian Government 
official, arrived in this country re- 
cently on board the Canadian Pacific 
S.S. “Montroyal.” There are 10,000 
Austrian farmers who would emi- 
grate to Canada, stated Dr. Montel, 
all of them practical farmers, but 
they do not possess sufficient funds 
to pay their passage to this country. 


Egypt may include Canada among 
those countries in which she will be 
without representation, according to 
a statement made recently by Emile 
Sharteni, acting as unofficial am- 
bassador to Canada who arrived in 
Canada on the Canadian Pacific 
liner “Minnedosa.” Mr. Sharteni is 
trying to interest Egypt in Canadian 
flour and timber, and in return ex- 
pects the Dominion to reciprocate 
by purchasing cotton, dried fruits, 
etc.,, direct from Egypt instead of 
through the middlemen in London 
or New York, 


‘Following a recent tour of west- 
ern Canada, W. L. Smith, forme: 
editor of the “Farmer’s Sun”, writes 
that he will be surprised if th 
aggregate wheat crop of the Prairic 
Provinces falls below 400.000,009 
bushels, “It will not be surprisin: 
if the 500,000,000 mark is neary 
reached,” states Mr. Sinith. 


Eleven hundred farms will be 
needed next year to accommodate 
the British settlers who will be 


brought to western Canada, ac- 
cording to Major E. J. Ashton, 
commissioner of the Soldiers’ Sett- 
Jers Board. So far this year 1,430 
families were placed on farms in 
the prairie provinces by this or- 
ganization. 


Hogs to the value of $400,000 were 
shipped from the Prince Albert dis- 
trict in 1925. This sum was far in 
advance of that received the previ- 
ous year and the increase was due 
to a considerable extent to the activi- 
ties of the agricultural society boost- 
ing hog production. This year the 
hog raisers’ slogan is one million 
dollars worth of hogs, and from 
present indications this mark is more 
than likely to be attained.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 
FROM FAR AND NEAR| 


Th information was disclosed at the 
sixteenth annual convention 
Western Counties Telephone associa- 
tion, held recently in London, that in, 
Ontario alone there are 30,000 pole 
miles of telephone construction. 

A record quantity of gold is being 
produced in Canada. Figures recent- 
ly issued by the Canadian government 
bureau of statistics show that in 1925 
the output was 1,735,785 fine ounces 
worth $35,880,826. This was an in- 
crease of 210,353 fine ounces, over the 
1924 production. 

A new company known as the Shell 
and Mineral Products, Ltd., has ac- 
quired an extensive tract of well sit- 
uated, clean, clam shell deposits on 
Vancouver Island and are installing 
an efifeient plant at Ocean Docks, 


Victoria, where this product will bel, 


washed, graded and placed in 100 Ib 
sacks for shipment. This shell is can- 
sidered to be of greater value than 
oyster shell and is expected to fill an 
ever increasing demand from success- 
ful poultry raisers, as it supplies the 
lime content required by poultry for 
the production of firm-shelled eggs. 

An American owned Ayrshire cow, 
Douglas Hall Dandy, held the world’s 
record milk and butter production for 
Ayrshire cows until recently when it 
was won by a Canadian owned Ayr- 
shire, Nellie Osborne of Elmshade, the 
16th. In a 305 day official test she 
produced 21,241 pounds of milk and 
909 pounds of butterfat and thus 
scored the world’s record. The pre- 
vious record, held by Douglas Hall 
Jandy, was for a production of 18,266 
pounds of milk and 739 pounds of but- 
terfat. The Canadian owned — cow, 
therefore, has surpassed the old re- 
cord by 2,975 pounds of milk and 170 
pounds of butterfat.

3,500 MENNONITE 
SETTLERS COMING 


—— 


Winnipeg, October 16.—Before ve | 
end of the year, between six and 
seven thousand new Mennonite set- 
tlers will have arrived in Canada, So 
far, 3,500 have come, and about as 
many more are on the way. Bishop 
Toews, president of the Mennonite 
colonization board, made this state- 
ment last night as he was passing 
through the city on his way home to; 
Rosthern, Sask., from Montreal. The 
number {s greater than Jast year, he 
said, and there were prospects for a 
very large movement in 1927. 

The people involved were from 
southern Russia. Those coming late 
in the season would spend the winter 
in the settlements and would get 
land for themselves in the spring.
